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Vote  Stalled 
On  Rehab 
Of  Public 

Housing

With  $50  million  dollars  in  federal 
money  on  the  line,  the  San  Francisco 
Housing  Authority  Commission  voted 
March  23  to  stall  a  controversial 
measure  that  aims  to  rehabilitate  or 
replace  the  worn  buildings  of  the 
Potrero  Terrace  and  Potrero  Annex 
public  housing  units  on  the  Hill. 

The  4-2  vote  tabled  a  measure  that 
would  have  retained  architects  the  Hous- 
ing Authority  needed  to  apply  for  the 
$50  million  'HOPE  VI'  grant  from  the 
federal  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  <Hb£>).  The  grant 
application  deadline  is  April  17. 

According  to  Housing  Authority  spokes- 
person John  Shanlcy,  Housing  Commission- 
ers Sulu  Palega,  Jan  Alien,  Haidie  Redd 
and  Karen  Huggins  (who  lives  in  Potrero 
Terrace)  voted  to  table  the  measure  be- 
cause of  concerns  about  resident  reloca- 
tion during  reconstruction. 

A  residential  planning  meeting  was 
scheduled  for  Tuesday,  March  28  to  dis- 
cuss the  grant  application  with  Potrero 
Terrace  and  Annex  residents.  But  be- 
cause of  the  March  23  vote,  the  meeting 
was  caticolled.  Public  housing  residents 
had  not  been  informed  of  either  the  vote 
or  the  meeting's  cancellation,  and  resi-

d«nts  who  fihovjftd  up  for  the  meeting 
were  angry  about  not  being  notified. 

Some  Terrace  and  Annex  residents  are 
suspicious  about  the  reconstruction  plan. 
"If  we  move  off  this  property,"  said  one 
22-year  Potrero  Annex  resident  who 
preferred  to  remain  annonymous,  "they're 
gonna  take  it  and  sell  it.  Men  in  suits  with 
bright  eyes  have  been  coming  around  for 
years  asking  'who  owns  this  property?'" 

"There's  nothing  wrong  with  this  house," 
she  said.  "When  the  earthquake  came 
nothing  moved.  These  are  all  pre-fab, 
they  can  repair  things  without  tearing 
them  down."  Potrero  Terrace's  tile  roofs 
are  currently  being  replaced. 

'i  he  concern  of  residents  about  their 


fate  under  a  relocation  program  was  not 
alleviated  by  a  recent  Housing  Authority 
uocument  that  claimed,  "There  will  be 
plenty  of  alternatives  for  relocation: 
Section  8  Certificates  or  vouchers  will 
be  available. ..subsidized  housing  man- 
aged by  a  non-profit  outfit,  and  through 
a  transfer  to  another  public  residential 
development  of  your  choice." 

The  HOPE  (Home  Ownership  for 
People  Everywhere)  grant  programs, 
which  began  during  the  1  ysUs 
under  then-Secretary  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  Jack  Kemp,  aimed 
to  move  public  housing  toward  private 
individual  ownership,  noted  Shanley. 

However,  Shanley  said,  the  HOPE  VI 


program  was  not  designed  to  facilitale'a 
move  to  private  oivncrship. 

HOPE  I  provided  grant  monies  to 
create  the  Resident  Management  Cor- 
porations, which  act  as  private  non- 
profit management  companies  made  up 
of  public  housing  residents.  The  RMCs 
were  intended  as  a  preliminary  phase 
that  would  move  toward  a  resident- 
ownership  goal.  This  has  not  yet  happen- 
ed. 

At  View  press  time.  Housing  Authority 
representatives  indicated  the  Commission 
might  take  another  vote  on  the  issue  of 
accepting  the  *50  million  federal  grant. 


Huge  Home  Depot  Facility  Proposed  for  Mission  Bay: 
Increased  Traffic,  Project  Size  Worry  Hill  Neigfibors

A  proposal  to  build  a  massive  Home 
Depot/Expo  Design  Center  on  the  Mari- 
posa Street  side  of  the  Mission  Bay  de- 
velopment is  causing  increasing  concern 
among  residents  and  business  people  on 
Potrero  Hill. 

With  the  proposed  facility  standing 
between  Potrero  Hill  and  the  central 
part  of  Mission  Bay  north  of  16th  Street, 
it  would  be  like  a  sign  that  says  "keep 
out  —  don't  even  walk  into  the  Mission 
Bay  project,"  charged  Hill  resident  Anna 
Domanski.  "We  won't  even  see  one 
little  piece  of  green  that  says,  'Come 
in  and  enjoy,"  she  said  at  the  March  28 
meeting  of  the  Potrero  Boosters  and 
Merchants  Assn. 

In  addition,  two  owners  of  businesses 
right  by  the  proposed  Home  Depot  site 
—  Keith  Gentne  of  Center  Hardware 
on  Mariposa  Street  and  Jim  Fregosi  of 
the  Fregosi  Paint  Co.  on  Pennsylvania 
Avenue  —  expressed  strong  skepticism 
tliat  the  Mariposa  Street  offrampi  from 
1-280  could  handle  the  thousands  of 


automobiles  the  Home  Depot  would  be 
expected  to  attract.  (With  a  Home 
Depot  already  in  Colma,  sponsors  of 
the  project  estimate  that  possibly  three- 
fourths  of  the  facility's  patrons  might 
come  from  the  north  and  enter  from 
Third  or  I6th  Streets.) 

Even  though  a  development  agreement 
had  been  signed  by  the  City  and  Mis- 
sion Bay's  Catellus  four  years  ago, 
spelling  out  details  hashed  out  over 
a  decade  of  debate,  hearings,  and  com- 
munity involvement,  virtually  nothing 
has  happened  around  the  site  since 
then. 

While  there  has  been  preliminary 
discussion  of  a  sports  complex  in 
Mission  Bay,  as  well  as  UC  San  Fran- 
cisco medical  research  facility,  little 
has  happened  in  those  areas  and  the 
Home  Depot  proposal  appears  to  be  the 
first  solid  plan  for  Mission  Bay.  Project 
Director  Kirsten  Magary  has  asked  the 
City  for  an  expedited  hearing  schedule 
that  would  get  through  the  Planning 
Commission  and  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors by  the  June  deadline  Catellus 
claims  Home  Depot  is  giving  them.  "If 
Home  Depot  doesn't  come  in,  "Magary 


told  the  March  28  Potrero  Hill  session, 
"we'll  go  away  from  this  site  and  go 
work  on  something  else." 

Catellus  is  also  asking  the  City  to 
exempt  them  from  several  key  provisions 
of  the  development  agreement  —  re- 
quirements that  on  beginning  Mission 
Bay  construction,  Catellus  kick  in  money 
towards  off-site  affordable  housing  and 
an  economic  development  fund  for  the 
city,  as  well  as  the  requirement  that 
investigation  and  remediation  of  possible 
toxic  hazards  be  undertaken  for  the 
entire  Mission  Bay  site  before  any 
construction  begins. 

Magary  claims  other  toxic  investiga- 
tions have  already  taken  place  around 
the  perimeter  of  the  project  and  largely 
what  remains  to  be  investigated  is  the 
center  —  at  considerably  less  cost  than 
what  had  been  in  the  agreement.  She 
told  the  Hill  meeting  Catellus  would 
post  $3.9  million  to  investigate  and 
remediate  25  acres  south  of  16th 
Street,  even  though  the  Home  Depot 
facility  would  cover  only  10  acces. 

But  community  activists  concerned 
with  the  toxic  hazard  issue  are  not 
satisfied.  Diane  Nygard,  Potrero  Hill 


Representative  to  the  Citizens  Advisory 
Committee  of  the  Mission  Bay  Hazard- 
out  Materials  Investigation  and  Reme- 
diation Program,  reported  last  month 
to  the  Potrero  League  of  Active  Neigh- 
bors (PLAN)  that  her  committee  had 
identified  a  number  of  areas  of  concern: 
What  is  the  long  term  clean-up  moni- 
toring risk  to  the  City  if  the  financial 
assurances  are  reduced?  Since  housing 
was  linked  to  office  development,  will 
any  housing  be  built  without  office 
development?  Shouldn't  there  be  a  new 
Environmental  Impact  Report? 

The  City  Planning  Dept.'s  Alec  Bash, 
who  had  been  involved  in  the  years  of 
talks  that  led  to  the  1991  development 
agreement,  acknowledged  some  Potrero 
Hill  residents'  concerns.  He  noted  that 
a  new  traffic  study  is  currently  under- 
way to  analyze  the  Home  Depot  propo- 
sal. And  stressing  that  the  1991  agree- 
ment was  reached  with  the  involvement 
of  a  number  of  neigliborhoori  activists  — 
including  many  from  Potrero  Hill  —  Bash 
emphasized,  "the  communit\  of  San 
Francisco  has  the  power  to  stop  this 
project  if  it  wants  to."

DELAY  SOUGHT  ON  WISCONSIN  STREET  PROJECT: 

Then  -  Assemblyman  Art  Agnos  asked  for  additional  time  to  speak  to  neighbors 
about  a  24-unit  apartment  project  proposed  for  the  cornerof  23rd  and  Wisconsin 
Streets.  (The  City's  Planning  Commission  was  due  to  consider  the  development 
at  its  April  4  meeting.)  Some  Hill  residents  were  opposing  the  project  because  it 
would  have  incorporated  two  commercial  sites  on  the  ground  floor  which  they 
contended  would  be  "notorious  loitering  places"  that  would  "attract  more  undesirables 
to  the  area." 

ST.  TERESA'S  OFFERS  SANCTUARY: 

St.  Teresa's  Church,  the  only  Catholic  church  in  San  Francisco  to  declare  itself 
a  sanctuary,  announced  that  "Gloria",  a  refugee  from  El  Salvador,  would  be  sheltered 
by  the  parish.  Father  Peter  Sammon,  pastor  of  St.  Teresa's,  said  that  Gloria's  pre- 
sence was  to  be  "a  reminder  to  each  of  us  of  our  personal  responsibility  to  work  for 
peace  and  justice  in  the  world." 

CONSTRUCTION  PLANNED  FOR  SYNANON  SITE: 

Plans  for  a  132-unit  complex  of  townhouses  and  condominiums  at  23rd  and  Kansas 
Streets  were  to  be  unveiled  at  a  community  meeting  sometime  in  late  April  or  early 
May,  according  to  a  spokesman  for  Grosvenor  Properties.  The  block  square  site, 
once  a  paint  factory  and  then  the  headquarters  for  Synanon,  had  been  cleared  of 
toxic  wastes  except  for  a  century-old  incinerator  on  the  Rhode  Island  Street  side 
of  the  block.  Demolition  of  the  incinerator  was  set  to  begin.  Meanwhile,  residents 
near  the  site  planted  street  trees  in  an  attempt  to  beautify  the  area. 

"APRIL  FOOL"  FOOLS  FOOLISH  FOLK: 

Page  16  of  the  April,  1984  edition  of  The  Potrero  View  contained  stories  that  an- 
nounced the  imminent  auction  sale  of  the  Southern  Pacific  tunnel  that  ran  under 
Potrero  Hill;  reported  the  offer  by  PG&E  to  make  its  surplus  telescoping  gas  storage 
tank  at  Army  Street  near  Pennsylvania  Avenue  into  a  flexible  domed  stadium; 
reported  a  move  by  the  Lombard  Street  neighborhood  association  demanding  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  "regrade,  align  and  straighten  Potrero  Hill's  serpentine 
Vermont  St."  because  of  its  "unfair  competitive  advantage"  to  the  famed  Lombard 
St.  counterpart;  and  similar  April  foolishness.  The  staff  was  boggled  by  a  number 
of  calls  from  readers  who  took  the  stories  seriously.

Crime  on  Potrero  Hill;  the  Perception  and  the  Numbers

The  threut  of  crime  lingers  somewhere 
at  llie  back  of  most  Potrero  Kill  resi- 
dents' minds. 

"It's  rarely  a  worry  but  always  a  con- 
cern," says  Potrero  mother  Alison  Heath. 
Heath  and  her  husband  live  with  their 
three-year-old  son,  James,  in  a  Mississip- 
pi Street  flat  near  18th  Street,  on  the 
Hill's  north  slope.  "Potrero  Hill  is  a 
relatively  safe  area  compared  to  other 
parts  of  the  city,"  she  says,  but  notes 
that  the  Hill  is  a  divided  neighborhood. 
"We  realize  that  we  live  on  a  divided  Hill 
and  I  get  nervous  when  I'm  on  the  south 
side  of  20th  Street.  I  wouldn't  walk  there 
at  night." 

The  division  that  Heath  refers  to  is  a 
north-south  line  roughly  defined  by  23rd 
Street.  On  Heath's  north  slope  stand 
the  Victorian  and  Edwardian  houses  and 
cottages  made  famous  in  the  197[)s  tele- 
vision show  "The  Streets  of  San  Francisco." 
But  on  the  south  side,  cascading  down 
the  Hill  toward  Bayview,  are  a  series 
of  grim-looking  public  housing  units. 

While  the  north  slope  is  ethnically 
mixed,  it  remains  predominantly  white 
and  financially  comfortable.  The  south 
slope,  with  its  public  housing,  is  mostly 
poor  and  black.  The  public  housing  is 
considered  by  many  north  slope  residents

to  be  the  hub  of  the  district's  criminal 
activity. 

"Subliminally,"  says  three-year  resident 
Paul  Minton,  when  asked  about  neighbor- 
hood crime,  "I  think  about  it  all  the  time." 

Minton.  wliose  car  has  been  boosted 
twice  and  whose  wife  has  had  her  purse 
snatched  from  her  on  the  steps  of  their 
Connecticut  Street  home,  believes  tliat 
economic  differences  represented  by 
the  north-south  division  are  at  the  heart 
of  the  neighborhood's  crime  problem. 

"It's  economically  motivated,"  says 
Minton.  "The  principal  risk  is  that  there 
are  a  lot  of  people  who  want  what  you 
have.  Even  though  they  may  not  intend 
physical  harm,  you  can  get  hurt  if  you 
get  in  their  way." 

The  economic  division  Minton  suggests 
is  shown  in  census  data.  According  to 
1990  figures,  whites  in  the  two  census 
tracks  that  constitute  Potrero  Hill  have 
an  average  per  capita  income  of  $23,500 
per  year,  more  than  twice  that  of  African- 
Americans  at  S8,400. 

Like  many  Hill  residents,  Jude  Decken- 
bach  has  a  realistic  attitude  toward  crime. 
"We  live  in  a  city  and  anything  can  happen 
anywhere,"  says  Deckenbach."  1  don't 
let  my  four-year-old  play  in  the  front 
yard  without  me  there,  but  1  don't  think 
Potrero  Hill  is  any  worse  than  any  other 
neighborhood." 

Deckenbach  says  she  thinks  her  block, 
Connecticut  between  18th  and  19th  Stre- 
ets, has  actually  become  safer  in  the  past

year,  "'ihere  used  to  be  a  lot  of  car 
break-ins  here,"  she  says.  "This  street 
is  on  a  major  bus  line  and  kids  would 
jump  off  and  steal  stereos." 

Deckenbach  attributes  the  slowdown 
in  break-ins  to  the  Neighborhood  Watch 
Block  Safety  Program  to  which  she  and 
many  of  her  neighbors  belong.  Statistics 
released  by  the  police  department's  Data 
Processing  Unit  this  January  confirm 
Deckcnbach's  belief;  reported  auto-boos- 
tings dropped  by  6.7  percent  in  the  Po- 
trero Station  District,  which  covers  the 
Hill  plus  Bayview  and  Hunter's  Point. 

Although  they  are  down,  auto-boostings 
continue  to  be  a  focus  of  neighborhood 
concern.  "Aiilo-boosting  is  by  far  the 
most  reported  crime  on  the  Hill."  confirms 
Officer  Dorothy  Shurtleff  of  Potrero 
Station.  "Second  is  automobile  theft 
and  third  is  street  robberies."  Shurtleff 
urges  residents  to  be  alert  and  work  with 
their  beat  officers.  "Residents  should 
work  with  police  as  a  team,"  she  says. 

"A  lot  of  it  is  just  bored  kids  who  some- 
how get  the  impression  that  crimes  are 
a  cool  thing  to  do."  says  Nadia  Robinson. 
She.  like  others  on  the  Hill,  attribute  a 
good  deal  of  neighborhood  crime  to 
minors.  But,  she  notes:  "Poverty  and 
drugs  have  a  lot  to  do  with  it.  too." 

Starr  Williams,  who  lives  in  the  Potrero 
Terrace  public  housing,  agrees  that  bore- 
dom, poverty  and  drugs  are  a  problem. 
But  she  believes  that  economic  opportu- 
nities for  black  youth  have  gotten  more 
scarce.  "Young  people  hang  out,"  says 
Williams,  "and  they  hang  out  because 
there's  nothing  for  them  to  do.  (iive 
these  people  something  to  do  —  a  job  or 
trade  or  something  —  then  they  won't 
hang  out  like  that. 

"Young  black  men  and  women  up  here 
get  discouraged,"  says  Williams,  lamenting

her  community's  lack  of  positive  role 
models.  "They  don't  have  jobs  and  they 
Inn't  have  leaders." 

Although  Williams  has  lived  in  public 
housing  for  nearly  IS  years  and  has  seen 
her  share  of  strife,  including  the  shooting 
deatli  of  her  nephew,  she  says  she  isn't 
frightened.  Most  trouble  in  public 
housing,  like  drugs  and  gangs,  she  says, 
is  brought  in  from  outside,  from  other 
parts  of  the  city.  "Anything  can  happen 
wherever  you  go.  1  could  live  on  the  top 
of  Nob  Hilt  and  something  could  happen." 

The  majority  of  Hill-dwellers  inter- 
viewed believe  crime  in  general  has  flat- 
tened out  in  recent  years  or  at  least  has 
not  become  worse.  In  fact,  crime  was 
down  11."  percent  in  1994  over  199a  city- 
wide,  according  to  the  January  SFPD 
report.  In  the  Potrero  District  crime 
dropped  12.5  percent,  with  burglaries 
showing  the  biggest  decline,  down  25.6 
percent.  Auto-theft  also  showed  signi- 
ficant decline,  down  16.2  percent  and 
larceny,  which  includes  bicycle  theft, 
purse-snatching  and  shoplifting  was  down 
9.1  percent.  All  other  categories  also 
showed  some  decline,  according  to  the 
report. 

Although  robberies  on  the  street  showed 
only  a  modest  2.4  percent  decline  for  the 
district  as  a  whole  in  1994.  they  were 
down  significantly  for  Potrero  Hill  in 
January  of  this  year  from  January  last 
year,  according  to  statistics  provided 
by  Potrero  Police  Captain  Tim  Hettrick. 
"We  follow  the  numbers,"  says  Hettrick, 
"and  if  we  notice  heavy  activity  on  a 
certain  corner  or  street,  we  target  that 
area."

Mary  Ansel,  City  Native,  l-iistorian, 
Oldest  Hill  Resident,  Dies  at  97 


At  the  age  of  97,  Mary  Ansel, 
a  resident  of  Potrero  Hill  and  a 
native  of  San  Francisco,  left  our  midst 
on  February  5.  She  was  the  oldest 
resident  of  the  Hill,  and  one  of  the 
longest  survivors  in  the  city  from  the 
Slovenian  Womens'  Union.  She  had 
also  been  a  member  and  officer  of  the 
Potrero  Boosters  and  Merchants 
Association  and  a  life-time  member  of 
the  Slovenian  American  Fraternal  and 
Benefit  Society. 

She  had  a  keen  political  sense, 
coupled  with  an  avid  love  for  history. 
To  the  end  of  her  life,  she  remembered 
dates  and  events  in  people's  lives  on 
Potrero  Hill,  which  gave  her  the  dis- 


tinction of  being  historian  not  only 

to  her  relatives,  but  to  neighbors  as  well. 

Mary  Ansel  was  a  life-time  care  giver 
to  her  parents  and  to  her  husband, 
Joseph,  and  was  an  inspiration  to  her 
nieces  and  nephews,  always  interested 
in  them  and  ready  to  listen.  She  was 
especially  proud  of  her  Slovenian  heritage 
and  never  forgot  her  mother  tongue  nor 
the  songs  her  mother  taught  her,  going 
back  some  130  years  to  the  old 
country. 

She  will  be  sorely  missed  by  her 
children  and  adored  neices  and  nephews, 
her  sister  Margaret,  and  above  all  by 
hep  beloved  sister,  Matilda  Kambic.
